Dayton, Ohio, March 27,—All but 
a few of those hundreds of persons 
who have been marooned in the down- 
town section of flooded Dayton since 
Tuesday morning are safe, This was 
the news brought out late today by 
an Associated Press staff man, the 
first to succeed in the perilous task 
of penetrating as far north as the 
Big Miami River, which runs through 
the centre of the town, 


Except for possiple loss of life on| 
the north side of the river, there will] 
not be more than two hundred dead 
in Dayton, according to Police Chief 
Allbacks’s estimate after he had been 
given information as to the situation 
on the south side. 

Trouble in Workhouse. | 

The worst condition found near the | 
centre of the flood was in the work- 
house where sixty prisoners have not 
had a drop of water nor a bite of 
food since Tuesday. The men re- 
volted Tuesday night and demanded 
their liberf%¥ and a chance to fight 
for their lives. Since then the work- 
house hag been madhouse, according } 
to Superintendent Johnson. The pris- 
oners repeatedly fought with Johnson 
and threatened to kill both him and 
his family, | 

Johnson asked that a detachment of 
national guards be assigned to help 
him handle the men. He declared that! 
the men would have to be shot if they 
escaped from thelr cells. 

Deaths in Individual Houses. 

While there may be many deaths 
in individual homes, which have been 
without food or drink, there was no 
place but the workhouse where any 
considerable number of people were 
held without food. None had had 
enough, but no case approaching ac- 
tual starvation was found,

THE DAILY PAPERS on Wednesday and Thursday gave space to a proposed 
offer from the City of Edmonton to the Huff Grading Co., Ltd., whereby the City of 
Edmonton proposed to purchase $75,000 worth of Shares in the said grading company. 
THE SAID NEWSPAPER articles further set out the assets of the Huff Grading Co., 
and in addition gave the supposedly good reasons why it would be a good business 
venture for the City of Edmonton. 


THE UNDERSIGNED GRAVEL COMPANIES, operating in and around Hd- 
monton, take exception to the proposed proposition both as citizens and grayel com- 
panies, and are taking this means of voicing their opinions of the matter. 


AS CITIZENS we make bold to state and claim that we can prove that it is not 


a good business proposition. 


AS CITIZENS we protest against the action of the City Commissioners in re- 
commending the abeve mentioned proposal, on the ground that it is unfair to the many 
concerns who have come into the city encouraged by the shortage of and the necessity 
for building material of this class, 


AS GRAVELMEN we claim we can point out many reasons why the Huff Grad- 


ing Company, from a competitive standpoint, is not a:good business proposition. 


WITH: ALL DUE RESPECT AND CONSIDERATION we would like ‘to know 


if the following points have been given due consideration, and suggest that it might be 


wise for the City Commissioners to discuss the points herein set out with the various 


companies before entering into an agreement of such magnitude. 


(1) DO THE CITY COMMISSIONERS believe that ASSETS approximating 
$45,000, located near Marjorie St. Bridge and used for taking gravel from the river 
bed, a necessary adjunct to accompany that as seen fit to buy an inland gravel pit 35 
miles distant on a railroad, and have they eonsidered the present actual value of this 


plant, which it seems evident to the gravel man is to be abandoned. 


(2) HAVE THE CITY COMMISSIONERS, in undertaking to pay $200.00 an 


acre for 328 acres of gravel land, considered that land adjoining this same land could 


be bought for considerably less money, 


(3)) HAVE THE CITY COMMISSIONERS investigated the kind of machinery 


that is to be used in handling the gravel at the pit and compared this with’ other 


methods being used that are considerably cheaper, 


(4) HAVE THE CITY COMMISSIONERS stopped to consider that other gravel 
companies in the field will have from 15 cents to 25 cents per yard a better freight rate 
and that this in itself would destroy any dream of possible profit to be made in selling 
to outside concerns. IN VIEW OF THE FACT that many new gravel concerns have 
been encouraged to come into the city and have expended and obligated themselves to 
the extent of haif a million dollars, it seems hardly fair that this proposition should be 
rushed through at next Saturday’s meeting of the council without giving the gravel 


concerns time to properly voice their objections. 


All they 
want is wholesome, legitimate competition, and urgently request, in all fairness, that 


this matter be tabled for 830 DAYS. 


THESE AND MANY OTHER PERTINENT QUESTIONS we would like to pre- 
sent to the City Commissioners, and we protest strongly against the passing of any 
recommendation that—ou it’s face to the experienced gravelman, both as a citizen and
